The pieces of porcelain depo in this 
palace are almoft innumerable; thole 
for ule only are valued at a million of 
dollars. li one of the upper apart- 
ments, are forty-eight chisa vafes, tor 
which his Polith Majetty gave the late 
hing of Protlia a whole regiment of 
dragoons. One ef the rooms ts full of 
vellels faid to have been painted by Ra- 
phael. 
porcelain figures of dogs, {guirrels, mou- 
keys, wolves, bears, leopards, Gc. fome 
of them as large as life; alio elephants 
and rhinocerotes of the fize of a large 
dog: a prodigious number of birds, as 
cocks, hens, turkeys, peacocks, phea- 
fants, hawks, e:ples, befides parrots and 
other foreign birds, and a curious col- 
lection of different flowers. The apo- 
ftles, near three feet high, are ia white 
porcelain. There is alio a reprefenta- 
tion of the crucifixion tour or five {cet 
high, with numerous other curious pieces, 
intended fur the Romihh chapel. 
Drefden owes the invention of its 
porcelain to alchemy; the artifls, in 
endeavouring to find the philofopheis 
ftone, difcovered the methed of muhing 
the metal of this elegant ware. The 
inventer was Botteher, who died in the 
year 1719; but he carried it no farther 
than the white foit; and it was not till 
the year 1722 that the method of ma- 
king the brown and blue forts was dif- 
covered. Vhe manufacture of the com- 
mon porcelain is carried on near Drel= 
den, but the fine fort is made with the 
ftriteft precaution and fecrecy in acaftle 
at Meciffen, twelve miles dillant.

I am fill afraid thot Fulcher fet out tao fate. 
It is, however, very impertant, and very cflca- 
tial, chat we fhould raile comtubutions. 
fee no other relource far our molt urpent ex- 
pences, and for rehrung the troops, but in the 
money we may draw from the enemy’s country ; 
from whence we mutt tikc wife procure fubdfiltence 
of all kinds, (independently of the money), that 
isto fay, hay, ftraw, oats, forthe wioter, bread, 
corm, cattic, horfes, and even men to recruiz 
our foreign troops. The war mutt not be pio- 
longed; and perbaps it may be neceiiary, accor- 
to the events which may beppen, between 

is ime and the end of September, to make a 
eownricht defert before the line of the quarters, 
which it may be thought proper to keep during 
toe winter, inorder that the enemy may be un- 
der a real umpofibility of approaching us: at the 
time referving tor ourfelves a bare 
ence on the route which may be the molt con- 
venient for us to take in the middle of winter, to 
beat up, or feize upon the enemy’s quarters. 
That this object may be fulfilled, I canfe the 
greatett to be vied, in preparing what is 
neceflary for having all your troops, without 
exception, well clothed, well armed, well equip- 
ped, and well refitted, in every reipedt, betore the 
end of November, with new tents, in order that, 
if it thail be advifable for the King’s political and 
military affairs, you may be able tu aflemble the 
whole, or pert of your army, to act oftcolively, 
and with v gour, from the beginning of January ;

It is aflured, that the country through 
which the French paffed, is pillaged, and 
entirely ruined, and that they allo let 
fire to feveral villages. They icached 
Caffe! on the sith and i2th. The he- 
reditary Prince repailed the Weler at 
Herftal on the 13th, by which meaus 
he was at hand to join the niain army, 
or could act feparately, as fiouid be 
thought advifeable. That fame day Vr 
Ferdinand entered the country of Wal- 
deck, and direéted his merci fo as to 
gain the flank of the French, potted 1 
the neighbourhood of Call.

his intancy ; Which were common and 
tolerable till he was about feven years 
of ace. About that time they began 
toattack him in all the varieties that 
cau be conceived. Sometimes he was 
thrown upon the ground ; fometimes he 
Was twifled round like a top by them ; 
others he would {pring upwards to a 
confiderable height, and once he 
lespcd over an iron bar that was placed 
porpolcly before the fire to prevent bis 
into it. He was much burnt; 
but was rendered fo habitually ttupid by 
Mats, that he never exprefied the leatt 
euce of pain after this accident. His 
m'stiect was fo much impaired, and al- 
molt deflroyed, by the frequency and

it accordingly 5 but (being atraid, Ll pre- 
fume, to give too violent medicines to 
the boy) without jucces. In thort, 
he was to fingularly aftlicted, that his 
parents told me they could not help 
thinking him under fome evil influence. 

It was obierved, that his difordcr vae 
ried, and grew worle, at certain pes 
riods of the moon. : 

In thele miferable circumftances, the 
poor boy continued to languifh, till he 
was about eleven years of age, (July 

757), when he accidentally tound a 
mixture of white Jead * and oil, which 
had fome time before been prepared for 
foe purpofe of painting, fet by on @ 
fhelf, and placed, as it was thought, 
out of his reach. There was near half 
a pint of this mixture when he éound it 5 
and as he did not leave much, it is 
thought he f{wallowed about a quarter 
of a pint of it. There was allo fome 
limp-black in the compofition, which 
was added to pive it a proper colour for 
the particular ufe it was intended for im 
painting. It was, fuppole it 
ally is, dinfeed oil, which had been mixe 
ed with thelead and lamp-black.
